sands of them to our midst to 
holiday and to learn of our re¬ 
sources and potentialities? 

There Is no need to act down 
In words here the answer to that 
question. 

Hut it Is well to brine out the 
fact now that & development of 
Rreater importance in its bene¬ 
fits to this district than the in¬ 
auguration of any railroad that 
could be constructed la being 
completed this week. 

It la Pad Ac Avenue—1.500 
miles of well-paved highway run¬ 
ning from the Mexican border 
through all the large centres of 
population in California. Oregon 
and Washington up Into British 
Columbia—in the opening cere¬ 
monies of which at Olympia.

' JOIN IN UPRISING

Led by Pen. Metaxas; Six Artillery Pieces Are Included 
In Their Equipment; Warns Mutineers to Disperse 
or They Will Be Bombed by Aeroplanes 


Athens. Oct. 2*2.—A military uprising ha* broken out under 
the leadership of the royalist general. Metaxas. The number of 
mutineers is estimated at 2,000 and their equipment ineludes six 
cannon. 

London. Get. 22^—Messages from Athens indicating a mutinous 
movement by Greek military forces were received by Heuter’i 
this afternoon in fragmentary form. 

One message, timed in Athens at 3.30 o'clock this afternoon, 
read: . - * 

“The mutineers have been warned to disperse within one hour; 
or they will be bombarded by aeroplanes.“ 

Another message, timed 12.40 p.m„ read:

New 
York, and haa been visiting branches 
of that firm In Japan, mainly at 
Osaka.

Germany’s proposals to protest to tweuty- 
Ihrce countries against the present attitude of the 
French Government will certainly not be taken 
seriously at the Quai d’Orsay. It is fairly safe 
to sav that the people and Government of France 
will interpret this new development ns another 
evidence of the German republic’s inability to do 
anything that might suggest to the world at large 
a recognition of its obligation and an intention to 
discharge it. This latest gesture has all the ap¬ 
pearances of a preface to another chapter of 
evasion that the Government at Berlin may 
aeek to justify by pointing to the disruptive 1 move¬ 
ments that are now going on in Bavaria ami the 
Rhineland. 

lu spite of elaborate and costly efforts to 
keep up the bluff by paying workmen to remain 
idle the debtor nation discovered that passive re¬ 
sistance was altogether too costly and held no 
prospect of success. On that account the author¬ 
ities at Berlin announced their intention to follow 
some new course that would lead to further nego¬ 
tiations and the ultimate settlement of the re- 
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parations question. That was 
countries expected after there 
this much evidence of good 
the debtor nation. But the firs! 
many did after declaring her 
end her policy of obstruction was 
cast about for other means of delay, 
maun Government obviously disapproved of the 
agreements entered into between the forces of 
occupation and the industrialists and Labor lead¬ 
ers of the Ruhr. That appeared to savor alto¬ 
gether too much of an arrangement that would 
produce increased quantities in kind without pre¬ 
senting an opportunity for official interference— 
for interference and further obstruction under the 
cloak of co-operation’were undoubtedly intended. 
France saw in these agreements more promise 
than anything to date and for that reason she lias 
turned down the proposals for negotiations with 
Berlin and will remain adamant until official ges¬ 
tures look more like business. 

Germany does not seem to realize that she is 
playing into the hands of the extreme militarists 
of France* Every day’s delay in coming to terms, 
every new attempt at double dealing, strengthens 
the hands of Premier Poincare and simplifies his 
weekly task of justifying the attitude of his 
country. It may satisfy German vanity to loork- 
forwnrd to revenge when her greater population 
shall have recovered sufficiently; hut she will 
have to take care in the meantime lest her fool¬ 
ishness result in developments that might actually 
completely destroy the strength—present and po¬ 
tential—of the whole republic. For it can be 
set down that the threat of disruption which 
comes from the ranks of the federated states 
owes its origin to the dilly-dallying process which 
successive central governments have followed.

It is now suggested that France may soon be 
brought to the point of recognizing Soviet Rus¬ 
sia through the completion of a trade agreement 
that is now being negotiated by a group of 
French hanker* and capitalists and the head’ of 
the Soviet State Bank. As has transpired in 
other countries the merchant has stepped in front 
of the diplomat and is doing business without the 
.moral support of his Government. 


The question is now being asked whether it is 
possible for Mr. Lloyd George to get back to 
power in the political life of Great Britain. This 
is a problem and will be a problem as long as 
there is a line of demarcation between those Lib¬ 
erals who flirted with the Tories and those who 
ha<l no use for the Coalition. It ean be said of Mr. 
Lloyd George, however, that he has not “spilled 
the beans" in the United States. He ha* no* 
"lectured” our neighbors; he has said the right 
things so far.

Land Surveyors to be Put in 
Field at Once 

Will Give Effect to Indian 
Commission Report 

Four or five survey parlies 
will be put in the field at onee 
to aurvey the boundaries of new 
Indian reserves, and to restake 
the boundaries of forty-four ex¬ 
isting reserves which are being 
changed in British Columbia 

Information has been received 
from Ottawa to the. effect that the 
Dominion Government will shortly 
pass an Order-In-Council giving ef¬ 
fect to the arrangement between the 
Federal and Provincial Governments 
for the boundaries of Indian'reserves. 

There are 461 new reserves, as 
part of the recommendation of the 
Indian Commission which sat some 
years ago, and these will all have to 
be surveyed 

As ft wquld be obviously Impossi¬ 
ble to carry on this work In many 
parts of the province when Winter 
will shortly be setting In. and as the 
whole undertaking Is expected to oc¬ 
cupy two years, the Department of 
Indian Affairs will first put In hand 
the survey of those reserves which 
are in the sections of the province 
a here climatic conditions are more 
encouraging. 

Thus it Is expected that the atten¬ 
tion of the surveyors will be directed 
to parts of the New Westminster and 
Vancouver agencies, also to certain 
areas In the Kootenay, iikxntmn 
and Tale agencies. In all of which It 
la expected some work can be done 
before the snow sets in. 

The revisions in the West Coast 
agency are not expected to be under¬ 
taken until next year. 

This work has already been ap- 
Pfoved by Provincial Order-ln-Coun- 
ell last August, funds are available 
from a Federal vote, and with th** 
Dominion Order being gaxetted there 
will be no further occasion for delay.

Montreal. Oct. 22—Hon. E. M. Mac¬ 
donald. Minister of National Defence, 
apeaking before the Reform Club here 
Saturday, dealt with the Home Bank 
failure, the Civil Service Commission, 
which he denounced, explained Con¬ 
servative successes In Prince Edward 
Island and Ontario, and concluded 
with * commendation of the party 
system of government. 

Mr. Macdonald scored the late Gov¬ 
ernment for wasteful expenditure in 
his detriment He then defended 
the statements In the Prime Minis¬ 
ter's speech in Quebec before Mr. 
King left for the Imperial Conference, 
against the contradiction issued by 
Sir Thomas White. 

A great deal of Canada's present 
debt was not. he declared, on account 
of war expenditures, and he gave as 
examples th* taking over of the Can¬ 
adian Northern Railways by the por- 
dsn Government in 1817. which had 
relieved the western provinces of ob¬ 
ligations of 1120.000,000. and the 
120.000.000 expended for docks in 
Halifax. There were also expendi¬ 
tures on the Hudson Bay Railroad, 
and the spending of 170.000,000 on the 
Government Merchant Marine. 

Sympathy for th* depositors of the 
Home Bank waa expressed by the 
Minister, who stated that in conse¬ 
quence of wise amendment of the 
bank Act at the last eesslon of Par¬ 
liament the situation In regard to 
the Home Bank had been exposed. 
If It had not'been for theae amend¬ 
ment* he would venture to «*y the 
country would not know to-day what 
waa the exact position. He felt that 
aa a result of these legislative re¬ 
strictions such difficulties as had 
arisen In the case of the Home Bank 
were not likely to arise again.
